demanded examination on the 
charges when arraigned yester- 
day before Goodwillie, and. was 
released on $1,000 personal 
recognizance bond. 


The judge said Boreham is 


expected to turn himself in to 
authorities on Thursday, as is 
Lanphear.

Prosecutor John A. Smietanka

- Smietanka said he made the 
appointments because McCoy 
was formerly a special assistant 
prosecutor with the Berrien 
prosecutor's office. McCoy, who 
served as assistant prosecutor 
or special assistant prosecutor 
for 12 years, was discharged 
June 2, according to Smietanka. 


Questioned about the charges 


after the arraignment, McCoy's 
counsel, St. Joseph Atty. Paul 
TagUa, said: "Any comment at

The charges against the trio 


carry a maximum penalty of 10 
years in prison and a $5,000 fine.

Charles Morrison last night 
submitted his resignation to the 
city commission and walked out 
of the commission meeting. 


The resignation came after a 


resolution by Commissioner 
Arnold Bolin, calling for a vote 
of confidence in Morrison, failed 
4 to 4. A tie vote means the mo- 
tion is defeated. 


Voting against confidence' 


were Mayor Charles Joseph, 
and Commissioners Winston 
Minott, Virgil May and Alfred 
Williams. 
Commissioners 


Bolin, Edmund Eaman, Carl 
Brown and Charles Yarbrough 
voted for the resolution. 


"One can make his own in- 


terpretation from the vote," 
Morrison said to the commis- 
sion. "By this resolution, I feel 
that the city commission as a 
body has no confidence in me 
and I do hereby submit my 
resignation." 


The resolution by Bolin had 


asked for an expression of 
"confidence in the city manager 
and his staff" and a reaffirma- 
tion of "our personal and cor- 
porate commitments to the 
building of a better environment 
for all the citizens of of Benton 
Harbor." 


The resolution stated that the 


city manager had been charged 
with irresponsible action which 
had not been supported by 
documented evidence. 


Mayor Joseph last week had 


charged Morrison with "irres- 
ponsible action" in dealing with 
the press and had called for the 
termination 
.of 
the 
city 


manager's contract Morrison 
countercharged that the mayor 
was attacking the city staff for 
his own "personal aggrandiz- 
ement." 


Prior to the vote of confidence 


last night, Joseph read six let- 
ters in an effort to document his 
charges against Morrison.. The 
letters dealt with complaints 
from various people on the per- 
formance of the city manager 
and staff. "This has become a 
serious problem that I cannot 
handle in my role as a part-time 
mayor," Joseph concluded. 


Among charge* in the letters 


were that Morrison did not at- 
tend all airport board meetings; 
a businessman complained 
work was'not being,done on 
Graham avenue as promised; a 
citizen nid he tried unsuccess- 
fully to reach Morrison six 
time*; Joseph MU be was not 


provided by Morrison with 
necessary tetormatfcB to make 
presentation at U.S. Conference 
of Mayors.

; Forty years ago the New Deal start- 
ed to crank out a number of legislative 
enactments intended to smooth the 
bumpier spots in the American 
economic and social structure so badly 
rent by the 1930's depression.

FDR, adopted Social Security as the 
pj?o"r man's pension, established a 
ihinimum wage, validated labor's 
rjght to organize, and created over 
rights and responsibilities of nation- 
wide application. 
-Uncle Sam also assumed the major 
role in welfare and set up an 
unemployment compensation system. 
. (For reasons none too clear at the 
time 
and 
today 
being 
openly 


challenged from many sides as 
completely unrealistic, Congress left 
theiwelfare and jobless standards to a 
determination by the individual states. 
Washington merely reserved the right 
to 
set 
a 
barebones 
minimum 


requirement to qualify for federal as- 
sistance in those two areas. 
"The reason advanced for making a 
Social Security payment to an oldster 
in Alabama the same as that drawn by 
his counterpart in Michigan, but 
allowing Alabama and Michigan to 
settle their own welfare and jobless 
payments was a sophist's play on the 
state rights doctrine. 


Welfare traditionally 
had been 


regarded as a state or local obligation 
and until Congress adopted the Emer- 
gency Relief Act of 1933, the federal 
government's sole venture in relief 
work was on the Indian reservations. 


Consequently relief benefits varied 


widely 
throughout 
the 
country, 


generally following the standard of 
living and public financing capacity 
from state to state. 
" Unemployment compensation^ as a 
concept, was so new even Roosevelt 
felt.it might falter politically if he in- 


' sisted it be given the same national 


uniformity 
as 
other 
New Deal 


measures. 
The consequence of 50 different 
standards for welfare and jobless 
benefits has been a gigantic shopping 
spree. 
"Relief clients flock to those states 
who are the most generous in their 
payouts and business is shifting as 
much as it can to areas with the 
cheapest 
tax 
to 
fund 
the 


unemployment compensation system. 


Michigan and other industry inten- 


sive, states have been suffering in that 
nutcracker for years. 


The Michigan unemployment fund is 


in the red because of the drain im- 
posed upon it by the automotive 
layoffs. Welfare, to speak the most 
charitably about it, is in tatters. 


This week Governor Milliken and 


Douglas Frazer, a UAW vice president 
and a 
major power broker 
in 


Michigan's Democratic party, are 
tossing a bipartisan pitch to the 
Governors' National Conference at 
New Orleans. 


Their argument 
is to convert 


unemployment compensation to a 
single federal standard. 


Preliminary 
hearings 
on 
the 


proposal already have been held in 
Congressional subcommittees and a 
House Ways and Means subcommittee 
is expected to open further hearings 
during the summer on'specific bills to 
reduce the present hodge podge. 


The principal argument, one already 


advanced, is that "the little" state, 
meaning one not overly industrialized, 
would have to pay for the woes 
experienced by "the big" states. 


It borrows on the same principle the 


Administration tossed back at Mayor 
Beame a few weeks ago when he 
solicited federal aid to help New York 
City "avert bankruptcy/Why, asked the 
White House, should the taxpayers out 
in the boondocks be forced to shoulder 
the extravagances in Gotham? 


Underneath the publicly voiced op- 


position is the fear within the little 
states that the federal standard might 
become that paid by the most generous 
among the big states. 


Thus far, there is no move by big 


labor bosses such as Eraser and the 
little states to compromise on an 
average between, the highs and the 
lows. 


A realistic agreement in that respect 


could do much toward ending the sen- 
seless competition between the states 
for business and industry. 


Though the welfare discrepancy is 


not on the Milliken-Fraser agenda 
federating that monstrosity on a 
sensible basis would be of even greater 
value 
than 
adjusting 
the 


unemployment matter. 


While the big states have the votes in 


the 
House 
to, / federalize 
jobless 


benefits, the Senate is the real hurdle 
to jump. The big boys and the midgets 
each have two votes in the upper 
chamber. For the moment the Lillipu- 
tians would have Gulliver firmly 
pinned to the ground on that roll call/. 


.One century ago this month an in- 
vention came into being which has 
been both a blessing and a bother. It 
was the telephone, an instrument 
which in 1875 was nothing more than 
the discovery of a communication 
principle by Alexander Bell. 


Within a year the first working, 


although crude, instrument was born.

It was too good to be true. The sud- 


den and significant drop in highway 
fatalities which occurred in 1974 was 
one of the few good effects to come 
from the energy scare. Everyone 
hoped it would continue. It hasn't. 


For the first four months of 1975, 


highway deaths are up 7 percent over 
last year. Over the Memorial Day 
weekend, more people were killed than 
safety experts had predicted. The old 
habits are returning. 


At the height of the energy crisis last, 


year, when the drop in fatalities 
became noticeable, experts differed on 
the primary cause. Some believed it 
was due to reduced driving brought on 
by gasoline shortages. Others thought 
it was the national 55 mph speed limit. 


Apparently those who attributed the 


better highway record to gasoline 
shortages were closer to the mirk.

WASHINGTON - As a firm 


believer in the defense of South 
Korea against invasion from the 
North, it Is clear to me that we 
must demand several precondi- 
tions of President Park as a 
price for our defense of his 
country. 


South-Korea is an independent 


country and has every right to 
refuse our conditions. But the 
United States, likewise, as an 
independent nation, has the 
right to withdraw troops and to 
cancel military commitments, 
if the presence of our forces and 
the wording of treaties threaten 
to lead us into a war without 
victory. 


The basic conditions for our 


support must be: 


First, that Park restore free 


speech and a free press in South 
Korea. 


Second, that he restore open 


and free elections, without 
police coercion. 


Third, that he immediately 


set in motion significant steps to 
lower financial corruption in 
government.

These are necessary condi- 


tions for military victor)'. As 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos 
have 
demonstrated, 


without a viable government 
'backed by a unified people, the 
defense of a country is difficult 
in the extreme, even with U.S. 
military superiority. 


My visits to Korea have con- 


vinced me the South has been 
and is unified in hatred for 
Communists, and that this 
haired is strong throughout the 
social structure. 


It is also true that almost all 


Koreans I've known have a 
strong passion for individuality 
and freedom. 
A continued 


democratic blackout of the type 
carried out by Park could des- 
troy unity in the South and 
weaken the will of South 
Koreans to fight vigorously even 
the ruthless enemy they know 


Kim II Sung's communists to 
be. 


The situation on Taiwan is 


different. Here the government 
founded by Chiang Kai-shek has 
made strong, successful efforts 
to widen participation in public 
office 
and 
to narrow the 


economic gap between the top 20 
per cent of the people and the 
lowest 40 per cent. That is, the 
government of Taiwan and its 
economy seem to be moving 
toward democracy in the broad 
sense, making it defendable 
with reasonable assistance from 
the U.S. 


Korea, likewise, had been 


making remarkable economic 
progress, and had in recent 
years achieved a significant 
broadening of income. But, by 
contrast. Park has of late shut 
off one democratic right after 
another. 


The clampdown did not begin 


with the loss of Cambodia, South 
Vietnam and Laos. I remember 
arguing this point with some of 
Park's closest advisers years 
back. They were convinced 
then, as now, that only strength 
from above could insure South 
Korea's progress and defense. 


The threat from UMtNorth js 


real. I have been privileged to, 
see a significant amount of the 
documentary evidence and. to 
talk first hand with former 
North Korean agents. If I were a 
South Korean, 1 would argue for 
a very strong defense and eons; 
tant readiness. But the threat IS 
South Vietnam, to Cambodia 
and to Laos from Hanoi was 
equally great, obviously. In 
spite of the common enemy* 
defenses were weakened by 
problems within.

. Alger Hiss Case: 


Facts Reviewed 


Alger Hiss has petitioned the 


Supreme Judicial Court of Mas- 
sachusetts for reinstatement to 
the bar, having been dropped 23 
years ago after his conviction 
for perjury. The latest verdict in 
the "Hiss case" thus will be re- 
turned shortly. 


All indications suggest that 


the current phase of the affair is 
part of an attempt to rewrite 
history. 


Thus 
several 
editorials 


evoked by the hearings in Bos- 
ton have suggested that Hiss 
was a victim of McCarthyism — 
not bothering to recall, I note, 
that Joe McCarthy burst upon 
the national scene with his 
famous Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, speech on February 9, 
1850, more than two weeks after 
Hiss's January 21 conviction. 


Historically it thus would be 


more accurate to say that the 
exposure of Hiss helped to 
provide McCarthy with the op- 
portunity he proceeded to 
exploit. After all, if Hiss were 
guilty, might there not indeed 
be others? And, as it turned out, 
there were. 


What now operates oh Hiss's 


behaif is the famous brevity of 
public memory, plus the drift of 
current feeling. An entire 
generation has grown up that 
'recalls none of the details of the 
Hiss case. Anti-Communism is 
generally perceived as a red- 
necked emotion. Stylisitieally, 
Hiss — a product of John 
Hopkins and the Harvard Law 
School — has always melded 
with the establishment. And 
much as Hiss's exposure in 1950 
gave 
McCarthy 
his 


psychological 
opening, 
so 


Nixon's exposure in 1974 has 
helped to rejuvenate Hiss. 


Among other things, it is 


popularly supposed that Nixon 
"caught" Hiss and then rode to 
power on that deed. In point of 
fact,- Hiss's activities were 
known years before — if not in 
full, detail-to jmpbrtantln- 
divMuab in government arid in 
the labor movement. John 
Foster Dulles htt said that he 
"received warnings concerning 
Hiss in 1M»: Even earlier, 


Whittaker Chambers warned 
Adolf Berle, Jr., then Assistant 
Secretary 
of State for In- 


telligence. A year and a half 
before Elizabeth Bcntley - 
confessed 
member 
of and 


courier for a Communist spy 
ring — NAMED %? PEOPLE 
WHO SUPPLIED HER WITH 
SECRET INFORMATION. 


And when the facts did come 


out they convicted Hiss. The 
verdict did not depend on "at- 
mosphere" but on hundreds of 
pages of State Department 
documents, microfilm, Hiss's 
portable 
typewriter, 
dated 


receipts, and other very specific 
items that confirmed in detail 
the 
allegations 
made 
by 


Chambers. 


Neither Hiss nor his ad- 


vocates over the years has been 
able to shake any of the 
evidence on which he was con- 
victed. Hiss has merely, year in 
and year out, doggedly asserted 
his innocence. • 


It may be beginning to pay 


, off. The Massachusetts State 


Board of Bar Overseers, though 
concluding that under Mas- 
sachusetts precedents Hiss 
could not be reinstated, gratui- 
tously asserted their "personal 
sympathy for Mr. Hiss." This 
curiosity is worth pausing over. 
One doubts that the same sym- 
pathy would be expressed for . 
Charles Colson of John Dean. ; 
Apparently perjury combined 
with total absence of penitence 
is insufficient to exclude Hiss 
from the club. 


No one wishes to harbor a 


grudge or appear vengeful. The 
mere return of Alger Hiss at age 
70 to the practice of law would 
not in itself be an event of much 
consequence. But the implicit 
rewriting of history, the fal- 
sification of the past, would be. 
The reinstatement of Hiss would 
bo widely interpreted as a 
reversal of his conviction.

SJ Board Details 
Teacher, Busing Cut 


St. Joseph board of education 


last night announced staff 
reductions of 19 full-time and 
two part-time teachers, and the 
trimming of about $50,000 in 
busing costs by eliminating 
some 1,000 elementary riders. 


The cutbacks result from 


defeat of 1.91 mills in operating 
taxes in March. The board had 
previously announced curtail- 
ments were coming by placing 
53 low seniority teachers on no- 
tice that staff reductions.would 
come from their ranks. Thirty- 
two of these teachers will be re- 
tained. 


Attendance areas will be 


rearranged so there will be 
more walking and less busing 
for elementary pupils. The only 
elementary students to be bused 
will be those who live more than 
a mile and a half from school, or 
have to cross Blossomland 
bridge or Red Arrow highway. 


District transportation of- 


ficials estimated the number of 
elementary riders will drop 
from 1,100 to about 100. The 


figures do not mean individual 
students because some arc 
counted more than once by be- 
ing bused from home to one 
school and then another school. 


The/final result of teacher 


cutbacks will mean a pupil- 
teacher ratio of 25 to 1 for 
1975-76 compared to 23.2 to 1' 
this year. 
, 


North Lincoln school prin- 


cipal David Ratajik said the 
goal used in assigning pupils to 
schools was (1) to keep young- 
sters in their own neigh- 
borhoods; (2) keep families and 
existing classmates together 
and (3) bus only when it was 
necessary to balance classes. 


The board of education ques- 


tioned administrators closely, 
however, on the method to be 
used to notify parents where 
their youngster will be going to 
school and who will be teaching 
him or her. 


Letters over the name of 


elementary school principals 
will be mailed with report cards 
today. Each letter will invite 


parents to discuss any problems 
that may arise 
regarding 


student placing.

Prepaid legal service is need- 
ed as a new concept of insurance 
for middle-income people, Atty. 
F.A. (Mike) Jones told Twin 
Cities Rotarians Monday at the 
St. Joseph Elks lodge.. 


Jones quickly emphasized 


that no plan should interfere 
with the traditional lawyer- 
client relationship. He said no 
plan should be controled by a 
third party, whether it be a 
labor union or the government. 


Prepaid legal service is in its 


infancy and exists today mostly 
in two pilot project areas. The 
purpose is to enable middle-in- 
come people to purchase in- 
surance for legal fees, just-as 
they do for medical insurance. • 


Jones commented that poor 


people now receive legal ser- 
vices, free to them, while legal 
fees are no problem to the 
wealthy. He noted that legal fees 
can be devasting to middle-in- 
come families. 


Jones is a partner in the Ben-

Currently, the cost for legal 


insurance would be from $60 to 
$140 a year, based on plans in 
operation. There are three basic 
plans: 


—Closed panel insurance. 


Under this plan, the client has 
' no opportunity to select his own 
. lawyer. The lawyer is selected 


by the insurer. 


—Open Panel insurance. The 


client can select an attorney of 
his choice from members of his 
county's bar association. This 
idea was begun in 1971, in 
Shreveport, La. 


—Modified Open panel in- 


surance. The client may select 
his own lawyer, but only from a 
list, drawn up from lawyers who 
agnee to serve. 


Plans include four general 


areas of work: Advice or con- 
sultation; office work, such as 
drafting documents; judicial 
procedures, such as court ap- 
pearances for civil or criminal 
matters; and major expenses, 
such as being a defendant in a 
large suit. 


Jones said some elements of 


prepaid legal insurance are 
found 
in present 
policies. 


Included are liability clauses in 
vehicle insurance and home in- 
surance. 


As to future full prepaid legal 


service policies, Jones said they 
could be purchased by in- 
dividuals. Most would be ob- 
tained through bargaining as 
union contract fringe benefits. 
Jones said the Taft-Hartley Act 
was amended in 1973 to include 
this coverage as a negotiable 
item. 
x 


Because of the recession, 


Jones doesn't look for unions to 
make heavy demands for legal 
insurance. Jones said answers 
to some basic questions also 
must be resolved. For, instance, 
would such coverage be subject 
to slate and federal insurance 
codes? Are premiums paid by 
clients tax deductable, and is 
income received by attorneys 


from the service funds taxable' 
income? Most funds admimW 
terihg insurance 
payments 


would be nonprofit, Jones said. 


There are several pilot plans 


today, but two are foremost',' 
Jones said.

WASHINGTON - A recent 


Gallup poll of college students 
indicated that a large majority 
believed 
that 
persons 
in 


business are concerned too 
much with profits and too little 
with public responsibility. A 
recent informal pull by a Detroit 
newspaper showed that more 
than SI per cent of the respon- 
dents agreed with this assess- 
ment. And still another poll 
turned up the fact that the 
average American believes that 
corporate profits amount to 28 
per cent of total sales (in fact, 
they average slightly over 4 per 
cent). 


As a result of attitudes 


reflected in these surveys, the 
foundations of our economic 
system have been eroding at a 
rapidly accelerating rate in 
recent years. 


Talk about the impending 


shortfall of capital investment 
funds, and it is guaranteed to 
put 
even 
the hardiest 
of 


audiences to sleep. Yet, it is es- 
timated that our economy will 
require $800 million more capi- 
tal over the next ten years in 
order to meet its basic needs 
than it is presently capable of 
generating. Unless this capital 
is acquired, our inflation and 
employment outlook are likely 
to deteriorate still further. 


The capital crisis is one with 


major 
implications 
for 


everyone. Unless we are com- 
mitted to a no-growth economy 
(virtually guaranteeing that the 
"have-nots' in our economy will 
remain just that), we must have 
more fuel to power its opera- 
tions. And capital is that fuel. 


Where are the funds for this 


investment going to come from? 
Not from the government. In 
fact, the government is the 
major competitor of private 
business for investment capital. 
The government needs it to 
finance its ever increasing 
deficits. Rather, funds for capi- 
tal investment are going to have 
to be generated by business it- 
self, or by the investments that 
are made available to it by 
private 
-lenders, 
. and 


shareholders. 


Our economic system — one 


in which its poverty standards 
are far higher than the average 
incomes in most other countries 
— is propelled by these invest- 
ments. Our economy must 
maintain incentives encourag- 
ing the continued contributions 
of the more than 30 million 
Americans 
who 
invest 
in 


American enterprise. And there 
must be capital to finance the 
more than $4.5 trillion in in- 
vestment that our economy will 
require before 1985. 


Unless these incentives are 


provided, there will be no" 
business 
expansion 
in our 


country, no new job creation, 
and no improvements in the 
quality of life of our 200 million 
consumers. 


The real consumerists are 


those who support the healthy, 
free market economy, not those 
endlessly dreaming up new 
ways to handcuff it. It has been 
said that the most genuinely ef- 
fective "war on poverty" in the 
history of the world has been the 
American economic experiment 
since its inception 200 years ago. 


Government 
spending 


currently represents 33 per cent 
of the total Gross National 
Product. Continuing to grow at 
its present pace, it is estimated 
that by the year 2000 the 
government will consume 80 per 
cent of the GNP — fiOc out of 
every dollar earned will be 
spent by the government. 
Unless taxes are to double in 
that period, the increased 
deficits will have to be financed 
by borrowed dollars that would 
otherwise have been available to 
business for investment. 


Unless concerted, serious ef- 


forts are made to cut down the 
consumption of governments at 
all levels, we are going to have 
to be content with an inflation 
ridden economy with persis- 
tently 
high 
levels 
of 


unemployment. Hard decisions 
are already long overdue.

D-Detroit. said Kelley ruled 
that voters removed the only prohibition against gambling 
in 1972 when they voted to permit the slate lottery. 
Csjmowski is the chairman of a special House committee 
studying the feasibility of a limited number of casino 
gambling operations in Michigan, lie expressed pleasure 
with Keller's "legal clarification." Ogonowski had asked 
Kelley for ?. ruling on the constitutinality of casino 
gambling. Only state law now forbids such gambling, he 
said. The committee held its second public hearing here 
Monday. 


Nedzi Offers 
Compromise 


In Committee's CIA Flap 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Lucien N. Ncdzi refused to 
resign Monday as chairman of 
the House committee inves- 
tigating U.S. intelligence agen- 
cies. 


But the Michigan Democrat 


agreed to the compromise crea-

lion of a new subcommittee to 
take over investigation of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


"It's the hope that in that 


manner, we can put to rest any 
concerns about allegations that 
my Functioning as the commit- 
tee chairman represents some 
kind of conflict of interest," 
Nedzi said. 


The compromise was worked 


out in a meeting between Nedzi, 
House leaders and the five 
committee Democrats who gave 
up ah effort to oust him as part 
of the compromise. 


The drive to dump Nedzi had 


erupted last week on grounds 
the CIA told him more than a 
year ago abo-St past discussions 
of political assassination plots 
and spying on U.S. antiwar 
protesters and that he did 
nothing about it. 


Nedzi told newsmen after the 


meeting that the subcommittee 
taking over the CIA investiga- 
tion will have its own separate 
staff. 


He said the compromise was 


not unanimously approved but 
that no vote was taken to- 
measure how much opposition 
there was to it. 


"One of the most important 


things in my mind is to have a 
thorough and fair investiga- 
tion," Nedzi said in announcing 
the compromise.

Democrats tried and failed to 
get Speaker Carl Albert's sup- 
port for the move at a meeting 
Monday afternoon. 


The drive to oust Nedzi broke 


out Thursday when the com- 
mittee Democrats charged that 
the CIA told him more than a 
year ago about discussions of 
political assassinations and 
agency spying on U.S. antiwar 
protesters, and he did nothing 
about it. 


Nedzi suggested to reporters 


that the drive to oust him was 
deliberately begun to head off 


his plan to announce'hearings 
that would make clear he was 
holding nothing back from the 
committee. 


He refused to elaborate and 


said lie was not suggesting 
anything but was just stating 
facts of the timing of the erup- 
tion of the drive to throw him 
out. 


Nedzi confirmed in Detroit 


over the weekend that the CIA 
had told him of discussions 
within the agency of polfticai 
assassination plots. 


He told reporters here on 


Monday he was convinced they 
were not continuing. and he 
decided not to pursue it because 
his subcommittee was involved 
"in the heat of the Watergate 
investigation of the CIA." 


parties, serve as delegates to 
party conventions, become can- 
didates for any state or local of- 
fice without first getting a leave 
of absence, or work for a can- 
didate or issue in an election. 


If a person were elected to a 


school board or local unit of

A person who believed his 


rights under the bill had been 
violated could file a complaint 
with the state Civil Service 
Department or Department of 
Laljor. 


Supporters of the bill argued 


it is discriminatory to refuse 
such rights to any person, 
whether a public employe or 
not. And they pointed out that 
some public employes now en- 
joy such rights. 


"It stops second-class ci- 


tizenship for public employes." 
said Sen. Patrick McCollough, 
D-Dearborn Heights. 


However, the bill conflicts 


with rules of the Civil Service 
Commission, 
which 
forbids 


such activity. And the state 
constitution grans the commis- 
sion authority to regulate con- 
ditions of employment in civil 
service. 


Wolpe acknowledged the con- 


stitutionality of the law will 


likely be tested in court. 


Other lawmakers warned it 


carries the possibility of abuse 
in permitting public employes 
to engage in local politics 
without first quitting their local 
public jobs.

House a bill appropriating S2«.6 
million for several state depart- 


ments for the remainder of the 
fiscal year. Involved were 
appropriations for the depart- 
ments of Treasury, State Police, 
Natural Resources. State, Com- 
merce, and Agriculture and the 
judiciary. 


—Passed, 33-0, and sent to the 


House a bill to limit access to 
personal records in the Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Sup- 
porters argued the increasing 
amount of personal information 
in department data systems 
required stricter methods of 
confidentiality.

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More Nations On Verge Of A-Power

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fears 


are mounting again thai addi- 
tional countries may be moving 
nearer membership in the 
nuclear weapons fraternity — 
the exclusive international club 
that now includes only six. 
countries. 
'As. international commerce in 
nuclear 
energy 
technology 


grows steadily, the world con- 
tinues to depend upon a fragile 
system of treaty and on-site 
inspections to avert spread of 
nuclear arms. 


Possession of nuclear tech- 


nologies — once a barrier to 
nations that might aspire to 
nuclear weapons — is no longer 
exclusive. 


Concern is being expressed by 


members of Congress and 
government nuclear arms-con- 
trol experts by these recent 
developments: 


—Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, 


D-Conn., revealed last week that 
France is supplying nuclear 
fuel-reprocessing 
technology 


and machinery to Pakistan, 


Taiwan and South Korea and 
assisting Argentina with a pilot 
Plutonium reprocessing plant. 


—The 
Soviet 
Union 
has 


agreed to supply Libya, an Arab 
nation with one of the most 
militant anti-Israel stances, 
with a small nuclear reactor 
that apparently would be used 
for research. 


—West Germany reportedly 


has agreed to sell Brazil nuclear 
power reactors as well as the 
technology to enrich uranium 
for nuclear fuel and reprocess 
the plutonium in spent fuel. The 
Latin American country thus 
could possess its own complete 
nuclear "fuel cycle" capability, 
a technology that has been lar- 
gely restricted to the nations 
possessing nuclear arms. 


"The global spread of nuclear 


weapons capability is on the 
verge of running out of control," 
Ribicoff said. 


" ... The ability to make 


atomic bombs will proliferate 
among nations in our own 
hemisphere and around the 
world unless West Germany and 
other nuclear allies refrain from

Standing in the way of nuclear 


arms spread is the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty of 1870, the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency in Vienna and interna- 
tional opinion. 


More than 80 countries have 


fully ratified the treaty and 
more than 20 have signed it, an 
indication they eventually will 
become full parties. 


As a treaty party, a nation 


agrees not to develop nuclear 
weapons and to permit inspec- 
tions of its nuclear facilities to 
make certain no material is be- 
ing diverted for possible use in a 
weapon. 


Inspection is the job of the 


International Atomic Energy 
Agency in Vienna, which sends 
inspectors into countries with 
nuclear facilities. 


The 
countries 
exporting 


nuclear facilities 
also 
are 


requiring agreements with the 
country receiving the equip- 
ment not to use it for military 
purposes. 


Government sources have 


said, for example, that West 
Germany is

Neither country is a party to the 
Non-Proiiieration Treaty. And 
they don't fully adhere to the 
provisions of a 1967 Latin 
America 
nuclear-free 
zone 


treaty. 


"They have systematically 


refused to take on binding com- 
mitments not to develop nuclear 
weapons," a government of- 
ficial said. "That's a real source 
of concern." 


Nuclear weapons now are 


possessed by the United States, 
Britain, France, Russia and 
China. Last year India exploded 
a nuclear device, but insisted its 
purpose was for peaceful, en- 
gineering applications. India 
hasn't signed the treaty. 


Nuclear weapons experts 


agree there are at least 10 and 
possibly more highly indus- 
trialized countries with growing 
nuclear power industries who 
could develop atomic bombs if 
they chose to do so. 


They include Japan, Belgium, 


Canada, West Germany, East 
Germany, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Sweden, Switzerland 
and Italy. 


Government officials doubt 


that any of these countries are 
considering the possibility of 
building weapons. All of the 
countries have either signed the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty or ra- 
tified it. 


Arms control officials are 


watching developments in South 
Korea, Taiwan, Pakistan, South 
Africa, Israel, Iran and Egypt, 
in addition to Brazil and Argen- 
tina. All the countries are in 
varying states of developing 


nuclear power industries. 


Of these countries, Taiwan 


and Iran are full parties to the 
treaty. South Korea and Egypt 
have signed the treaty but not 
ratified it. 


Pakistan hasn't signed the 


treaty and is unlikely to do so as 
long as India doesn't agree to it.

If a developing nation is de- 


termined to build weapons, the 
more likely approach is to use 
the peaceful, imported nuclear 
technology as intended. Then, 
after a sufficient number of na- 
tive nuclear technicians have 
been trained, move them into a 
fledgling weapons program. 


India was accused of using a 


reactor imported from Canada 
to help build its first nuclear 
explosive device. The Indians 
said they used their own facili- 
ties. 


But the presence of the 


Canadian facility for nearly 20 
years had an impact on the na- 
tion's native technical exper- 
tise. 


In the end, U.S. arms-control 


experts 
say 
international 


opinion might be as effective a 
deterrent as any. 


Countries that have ratified 


the Non-Proliferation Treaty 
still have an escape clause that 
allows them to withdraw if ex- 
traordinary events threaten 
their national security. 


They also could renege on an 


agreement with a country that 
had sold them nuclear tech- 
nology.

Limits Stock 
Fraud Suits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Only 


buyers and sellers of securiliii 
may sue for stock fraud, ac- 
cording to a Supreme Court 
decision that halls a trend lo 
allow fraud suits by individuals 
who merely contemplated stock 
transactions. 


The 6-3 decision adopted the 


principle that was first es- 
tablished 23 years ago by the 
U.S. Circuit Court in New- 
York. That rule has been cri- 
ticized by legal scholars and by 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission as an archaic and 
arbitrary 
restriction 
which 


prevents people from suing 
although they have, in fact, 
suffered losses. For instance, 
they might have decided not to 
buy or not to sell because of 
false statements in a prosectus. 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun.

other dissenters, said the court 
had

"a 
seeming 


callousness toward the invest- 
ing public quite out of keeping, 
it seems to me, with our own 
traditions."

For advice, he said, it might be a good idea to consult Richard

helicopter that bused in low. hopped over the prison wall and 
fluttered down to pick up Remling. 


No ideas have been adopted or discarded. Johnson said. Charles 


Egeler, Jackson prison warden, was to meet with State Police and 
National Guard officials to discuss possible solutions, Johnson 
said. 


Prison staffers were edgy but not necessarly trigger-happy after 


Friday's escape, Johnson said. 


"One of the television stations called me about flying a 


helicopter over that day for pictures. 1 told them they shouldn't. I 
thought the people were a little sensitive right now. 1 don't think 
they'd be shooting up in the air. But, obviously, the post officer has 
,lhe authority to prevent an escape." 


After nearly three years as corrections chief. Johnson gives 


Remling's escape about three stars — "very unusual. In terms of 
advenliirousness and bizarraicss, I'd say it was one of the stran- 
gest." Johnson said.

Bicycles Hamper Rescue 
In Florida Jail Blaze 


SANFORD, Fla. (AP) — Fire 


officials say efforts to rescue 
inmates from choking clouds of 
smoke in a fire at the Seminole 
County jail were hampered by 
more than 100 bicycles which 
blocked the rear entrance of the 
facility. 


Eleven persons, including a 


guard who was making his 
second rescue trip into the 
smoke-filled jail, died of smoke 
inhalation in the blaze Monday, 
authorities said. Thirty-four 
others, including both prisoners 
and guards, were hospitalized. 


Fire Chief George Harriett 


said the unclaimed bicycles 
were being stored at the rear 
entrance of the two-story build- 
ing in downtown Sanford in 
preparation for a forthcoming 
auction. 


Harriett also said guards who 


tried to unlock cells in the 
second-floor jail area were 
overcome by smoke and that 
gasmasked firemen had dif- 
ficulty getting proper keys for 
the cells. 


One of the dead was guard 


Robert Moore, a 40-year-old 
father of four. Friends said he 
must have known the odds were 
against him when he made a 
second dash into the building to 
rescue unconscious prisoners. 


"He must have saved 10 or 15 


and then went back for more," 
said 
Chief 
Deputy Duane 


Harrell. "He didn't even have 
an oxygen mask. He was a hell 
of aguy." 


"I didn't see how he could try 


it," John Spolski, a spokesman 
for the sheriff's department, 
said of Moore's second rescue 
bid. "I tried to go up the stairs

and couldn't make it past three 
or four steps because of the 
smoke." 


Authorities also cited the res- 


cue efforts of Elvis Webster, a 
prisoner who" rushed back into 
the building after being rescued 
himself and helped drag out 
three of his comrades. 


"I couldn't believe it,".said a 


deputy. "He grabbed an air 
pack from a fireman, ran up the 
stairs and pulled three men out. 
He was great." 


Harriett said the fire broke 


out in a mattress in a hospital 
cell and may have been started 
by a prisoner. He said it spread 
to a stack of other mattresses in 
an adjoining room and then to 
some paper and books in a 
nearby classroom cell. 


Within 
moments, 
dense 


clouds of smoke filled 
the 


building, and from the outside 
inmates could clearly be heard 


banging on their cells and 
shouting for help. 


Firemen were hampered by 


the limited access to the second 
floor — one narrow stairway 
and one elevator. It was more 
than an hour before-all the in- 
mates were brought out. 


"The smoke was terrible, 


terrible," said Harriett. "If you 
didn't have a gas mask, you 
couldn't survive up there." 


Authorities said the jail has 


been troubled by inmate-set 
fires for several months. During 
one 10-day period in March and 
April, inmates set eight fires. 


One county official who asked 


not to be identified said Sheriff 
John Polk had been unsuccess- 
fully seeking funds from the 
county commission for smoke 
and fire detection alarms and 
exhaust fans for the poorly ven- 
tilated, 13-year-old jail in this 
Central Florida city.

In related business, the commission lowered the property tax 


rate 2.5 mills to 12.5 mills for the 1975-76 year. The millage will 
raise about $634,887 at the tax base the commission set last night. 


A total budget of $880,224 was also adopted for the 1975-76 year. 


an decrease of $1,446 from the 1974-75 year. 


The millage reduction and tax base struggle stems from an 


increase in the city's base of more than $13 million in the past 
year. 


Most of the increase comes from an increaseof $11.2 million in 


the valuation for Clark Equipment company. Clark is appealing 
the increase. 


In other areas, the commission approved an application for stale 


funds for a planning grant which will pay for the city's costs in 
planning programs for federal Community Development Act 
money.

The clauses allow electric and gas utilities 
to pass through the rising cost of coal and oil to customers au- 
tomatically and without a hearing before the PSC. 


The clauses went into effect for residential customers of electric 


and gas utilities two years ago. 


"If a utility can automatically pass on the added cost to its 


customers, it may not be too concerned about the price it pays for 
fuel." said Rails. 


PSC chairman William Rosenberg aqd commissioner Lenton 


Sodthorp concurred with Rails to conduct the study. But Rosen- 
berg emphasized the commission already has had fuel adjustment 
clauses under review periodically. 


Halls said commission auditors made only infrequent reviews of 


fud adjustment clauses. 


He suggested PSC renew should occur on all fuel adjustment 


claggjn contracts and said the PSC should consider limiting the 


percentage of added fuel costs that a utility may automatically 
recover. Currently, they may recover 100 per cent. 


Rails said Consumers Power recently modified a contract it has

many civic groups who could have worked for passage of the 
proposals. Of 30 organizations contacted, only two responded back, 
Goens said. 


"I'm not sure if it was because of lack of interest or because it 


was the end of the year," Goens commented. 
. The 1.5 mill increase would have raised about $425,000 annually, 
and bad it been approved was earmarked to hire 60 additional staff 
members including speech and hearing therapists, social workers 
and psychiatrists in order to bring the district up to state stan- 
dards.

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Player Union Dealings Put NFL In Fourth Court 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


tangled legal mess which en- 
gulfs the National Football 
League is headed for yet 
another courtroom, this time on 
a 
government 
agency's 


complaint that the league has 
not acted right in some of its 
dealings with the players' 
union. 


Already besieged by a pair of 


federal suits challenging its 
rules which bind a player to one 
team and a suit brought by 
former players, the NFL now is 
in a fourth court. 


The latest charges, 13 of 


them, were issued Monday in a 
complaint filed by the National 
Labor Relations 
Board. 
It 


alleges, among other things, 
that the NFL instituted a 15- 
minute overtime period and a 
punt rule without consulting the 
players, that it withheld infor- 
mation about such things as 
salaries and injuries and that 
four union officials were cut 
from their teams because of 
union activity. 


If that isn't enough to distract 


a fan from the game, consider 


this: 


—The Joe Kapp case, in which 


a federal judge has ruled the 
Rozelle Rule and portions of the 
college draft to be illegal, now 
goes to a jury trial to determine 
damages owed Kapp, in late 
July or August. 


—Now on trial in a Min- 


neapolis federal court is a suit 
brought by former player John 
Mackcy, in which the Rozelle 
Rule and other NFL restrictions 
binding a player to one team are 
challenged. 


—Scheduled to begin July 7 in 


Providence, R.I., is a suil 
brought against the league and 
the union by retired players who 
are seeking a 'piece of the league 
pension plan. 


With all that going on, and 


with a hearing on the NLRB 
case now scheduled for July 22 
in New York, rookies are to 
begin reporting to NFL training 
camps July 9 and veterans on 
July 15. All the while, last 
summer's strike which resulted 
in no labor contract still has not 
resulted 
in 
an 
agreement 


between the players and the 


owners. 


In filing the complaint, the 


NLRB rejected 1? other charges 
which the union had filed 
against the league. Most impor- 
tant among those was an 
allegation that the NFL had 
failed to bargain in good faith. 


But it did carry forth a charge 


about 
the 
league 
making 


changes such as sudden death 
overtime outside of collective 
bargaining, and an allegation 
that union officials Bill Curry, 
Kermit Alexander, Tom Keat- 
ing and Ken Reaves were cut or 


traded because of union ac- 
tivity. 


Also carried forth is a charge 


that Miami told players Manny 
Fernandez and Bill Stanfill, 
because "of their participation 
in the'strike," to return bonus 
money "paid for signing a 
standard player contract." Al- 
so, accusations that the Kansas 
City, St. Louis and Dallas 
franchises 
placed 
meetings 


between the union and non- 
striking players under sur- 
veillance, and that Houston 
threatened its employes with 


fines and suspensions and other 
reprisals for union activity. 


The complaint said as a result 


of these actions, the NFL and its 
clubs had "refused to bargain 
collectively and are refusing to 
bargain collectively" and are 
"thereby engaged ... in unfair 
labor practices." 


NLRB Regional Director Sid- 


ney Danielson. who issued the 
complaint, gave the NFL 
Management Council 10 days to 
answer the complaint. He set a 
July 22 hearing date before an 
administrative law judge.

sports getting only a fraction of 
the men's budget. And at many 
schools, women get different 
awards from the men for athle- 
tic .prowess, sometimes because 
women want it that way. 


The situation at Minnesota 


magnifies the women's sports 
boom. Two years ago, 184 
athletes 
participated 
in a 


meager $1,500 program. Next 
year, 300 women are expected to 
participate, and the budget will 
be $250,000.

Quota Proposed By DNR

" The Department of Natural 
Resources says there's no cause 
for alarm over the proposed ltd 
per cent increase in antlerless 
deer permits this fall for 
: southwestern Michigan. 


DNR wildlife officials point 


out they're actually seeking to 
kill 27 per cent more deer than a 
year ago, an increase they feel 
won't damage the long-run 
stability of the herd. 


The basic reason for getting 


only a 27 per cent increase out of 
a 110 per cent permit hike 
revolves around the new seven- 
day doe season in southern 
Michigan. 


With antlerless hunting limit- 


ed to the first half of the season, 
there is a lower success ratio 
among permit holders and far 
fewer antlerless gunners afield. 


DNR figures show that last 


fall's inaugural seven-day doe 
hunt produced a success ratio of 
about 14 per cent. Previously, 
the figure ran near 20 per cent. 
The post card survey also 
showed that just 77 per cent of 
the antlerless permit holders in 
southern 
Michigan 
actually 


hunted does, while under the 
previous full-season concept, 
more than 90 per cent of the 
sportsmen with permits went 
afield. 


A breakdown of the record 


7,700 permits recommended for 
southwestern Michigan includes 
1.830 
for 
Berrien 
county 


(Management Area 93), 2,380 
for Cass county (Area 94), 2,110 
for Van Buren county (Area 92) 
and 1,380 for Allegan county 
(Area 84). There were 3,661 
permits issued for the four 
counties in 1974 and 
the 


previous permit record was the 
4,475 issued in 1973. 


As far as expected kill goes, 


the DNR anticipates a Berrien 
harvest matching last year of 
110, despite a 92 per cent permit 
increase, Cass' kill would climb 
from 285 to 380 with 106 per cent 
more permits, Van Buren's 
harvest should go from 130 to 
195 with 154 per cent more per- 
mits and Megan's bag should 


creep from 125 to 140 with 92 per 
cent more permits. 


DNR district wildlife chief 


Bill Bartels sees the southwes- 
tern Michigan herd as growing 
slightly — there was a 22 per 
cent increase in car-deer high- 
way kills over the four-county 
area in the first four months of 
this year. 


"1 think we've been holding 


the brakes on it a little bit," 
says Bartels in reference to area 
antlerless quotas.

"The buck kill rose about 
one-third last fall. It appears 
that the southern deer herd has 
provided an increasing number 
of animals for hunters and 
others to enjoy. At the same 
time, the number of car-deer 
collisions has been kept within 
reasonable bounds and crop 
damage has not become a 
problem of consequence. 


"To provide more hunting 


and to prevent losses to other 
causes some increase in the 
antlerless deer 
harvest is 


recommended for the southern 
areas. We recommend taking 
5,400 deer over about 1I4S3 
square miles." 


"Now is the time to move 


ahead and take a little more 
advantage of these deer that are 
being produced," adds DNR 
whitetail specialist Dave Arnold 
on the southern Michigan situa- 
tion, who believes many of the 
deer 
are being killed by 


poachers and cars rather than 
being bagged by hunters. 


No doe season is planned in 


the Upper Peninsula, but the 
harvest for the upper Lower is 
expected to be considerably 
higher with 141 per cent more 
permits issued.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - George C. Wallace says he 


believes the Democratic leadership when it says there's no or- 
ganized party effort to stop his presidential bid, but the list of 
Wallace dcbunkers keeps growing. Another Southern governor, 
William L. Waller of Mississippi, said at the National Governor's 
Conference here Monday that the Alabama governor shouldn't 
even be in the race. Meanwhile. Republican governors succeeded 
,in keeping the conference from taking up energy questions on the 
eve of an expected House effort to overide President Ford's veto of 
the strip mine hill. The 10 Western Democrats of the Western 
Governors' Energy Policy Office adopted a resolution urging a 
veto override, but they were blocked from bringing it at once 
; before the heavily Democratic full conference. 


Mine Bill Override Doubtful 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Prospects appear doubtful that the 


House will override President Ford's veto of the bill to protect the 
environment against strip mining. A showdown on the bill — the 
second strip mining measure Ford has vetoed within six months — 
was scheduled for the House later today. Sponsors were having 
difficulty mustering the two-thirds vote needed to enact the bill 
over the veto. Federal Energy Administrator Frank G. Zarb flatly 
predicted at a news conference Monday that a recent headcounl 
conducted by House Republicans showed more than enough votes 
"to sustain the veto.

A new era hi low-cost vacation 


travel by charter air flights will 
open later this summer if the 
Civil Aeronautics Board meets 
its mid June timetable for sub- 
stantially easing the restrictions 
that have kept millions for so 
long from using charters. 


Travel agents could be offer- 


ing one-slop 
inclusive tou 


charters (OTCs) by the end of 
August. For a late summer 
vacation, you might be able to 
get the benefits 
of vastly 


liberalized charter travel. 


Under the proposed charter 


flight regulations, if the CAB 
agrees, you wouldn't have to 
belong to an organization, as 
you do now. You wouldn't have 
to make overnight stops'in three 
places if you didn't want t'o. You 
probably would have to make 
reservations in advance — 15 
days for domestic flights and 30 
days before international trips 
— but the supplemental airlines 
are 
fighting 
this 
advance 


purchase proposal and it could 
be eliminated. If so,, you could 
purchase your tour package 
right up to flight time. 


By no means, shrug off the 


conveniences, comforts, other 
important "plus" features of 
familiar 
scheduled 
airline 


travel! Nor underestimate the 
inherent disadvantag of charter 
flights filled to the limit, taking 
off at odd hours, etc. But if cost 
is the overriding factor, charter 
is the.way logo. 


Q. What kind, of air fare sav- 


ings could you expect? 


A. On average about 50 per 


cent as against the usual 
scheduled airline rate.

In contrast, a charter fare 


between these two points is less 
than $300, reports Henry P. 
Huff, president of Oakland- 
based 
Trans 
International 


Airlines, a subsidiary of Tran- 
samerica Corp. and the world's 
largest charter airline. For 
longer distances, the savings 
are even more dramatic. The 
standard economy fare from the 
West Coast to Hong Kong is 
more than $1,000. The TIA 
charter fare is $500. 


Q. Why are charter flights so 


much cheaper? 


A. The principal reason is that 


charter flights always are 90 to 
100 per cent full while scheduled 
trips often have a 50 per cent 
"lead" factor. This means 
charter passengers are not pay- 
ing for empty seats. Charters 
also fly all one class. At some 
airports, charter flights might 
not leave from the main pas- 
senger terminal areas, but from 
a terminal in a different part of 
the field. But charter airlines do 
fly the same equipment as the 
scheduled 
carriers 
and 


generally use the same caterers 
for meals. 


Q. How do charter fares com- 


pare with the well-publicized 
"no frills" fares recently of- 
fered? 


A. Charter fares are still 15 to 


20 per cent lower than current 
"no frills" fares, says Huff, 
although he adds, "We welcome 
this latest, fare reduction for 
those who require scheduled 
service." Also, the president of 
TIA adds, the no-frills fares are 
available only between a tiny 
group of cities — principally 
major West Coast cities and 
Florida — are good only Mon- 
day through Thursday, and 
unlike charter service where 
free meals are served, pas- 
sengers on no-frills flights must 
bring or buy meals. 


Q. Will affinity flights be 


eliminated under the rule 


A. No. And if you belong to an 


organization 
sponsoring 
a 


charter trip, look into the tour, 
because it may have advantages 
over a one-stop inclusive tour. 


You'll 
be traveling with 


people you know. You'll not be 
committed to purchasing any 
land arrangements, as you 
would under an OTC flight. It 
might be cheaper. You can 
reserve and pay for the plane 
ticket on an affinity flight at any 
time that's agreeable to the or- 
ganization. And unless 
the 


proposal is eliminated, on an 
OTC charter, you'll be required 
to pay for your ticket 15 to 30 
days in advance of the flight. 


Q: What about the choice of 


destinations on charters? 


A. These flights go almost 


everywhere — to the traditional 
tourist spots and to many off- 
beat places, including Ghana, 
Budapest, and Auckland, New 
Zealand.
